Nixon's appearance was part of a state-wide tour in preparation
for the June 5 primary election. The candidate will oppose Repub-
lican Joe Shell to see which will represent the GOP on the November
ballot.

Commenting upon the qualifications of his Republican oppon-
ent, Nixon stated that Shell was a “fine man” but that he would op-
pose him vigorously in seeking the June nomination.
